Historic day 
as battalion 
makes its 
home in the 
borough

HISTORIC Woolwich Barracks in 
Artillery Road has re-opened after a 
two-year refit to become home to the 
soldiers of 2nd Battalion Princess of 
Wales’s Royal Regiment and their 
families. 

A welcoming ceremony was held on 
Wednesday, September 8, when Major 
General William Cubitt CBE, general 
officer commanding London District, 
cut a ribbon with Greenwich Council 
leader Chris Roberts in front of the 
soldiers and their families, and declared 
the building officially open. 

The barracks were the official home of 
the Royal Artillery until they moved out 
in 2008. The building was due to close, but 
this changed following the launch of the 
Army’s Firm Base London (FBL) 
programme, aimed at improving living 
accommodation and welfare facilities for 
both single and married servicemen and 
women. 

Following refurbishment, Woolwich is 
now regarded as one of the country’s best

IT’S almost a year 
since I lost my 
brother. He died 
suddenly after a 
family day out. He 
was sitting calmly 
in his favourite 
armchair having a 
cup of tea when he 
passed out after a 
short dizzy spell. 
The rest of the 
family was 
stunned. He was 
only 45, never 
complained of any 
ailments and was 
quite fussy about 
his food. He kept a 
close eye on what 
preservatives and 
additives were in 
his food and 
watched his 
cholestoral by 
sticking to a low 
fat diet. 

Trouble was, he 
never went to the 
doctor - in fact, he 
wasn’t even 
registered with a 
GP. If he had been 
he may have 
discovered that he 
had high blood 
pressure. 

If you have high 
blood pressure 
your heart has to 
work harder to 
push blood around 
your body. To cope 
with this extra 
effort your heart 
muscles become 
thicker and stiff er, 
eventually 
resulting in heart 
failure. 

It’s known as the 
“silent killer” 
because most 
people do not 
experience any 
symptoms and are 
unaware of the 
health risks. 

As well as heart 
failure, high blood 
pressure can cause 


disabilty through 
strokes, heart 
disease and heart 
attack. It is also a 
risk factor for 
kidney disease and 
dementia. 

Having learned a 
bit about the 
dangers of high 
blood pressure, I’ve 
been telling family 
and friends to 
ensure they have 
regular blood 
pressure checks. 
It’s an easy and 
painless procedure 
and the condition 
can be successfully 
controlled and 
often prevented. 
You can learn 
more during Know 
Your Numbers! 
week taking place 
from September 13- 
19. The event is 
part of an annual 
campaign by the 
Blood Pressure 
Association and 
this year comes as 
we mark the first 
anniversary of my 
brother’s death. 
During the week, 
the charity 
actively 

encourages blood 
pressure checks 
and sets up testing 
stations offering 
free checks at all 
sorts of venues 
including 
supermarkets, 
leisure centres, 
community halls 
and workplaces.

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Online guide a big hit for disabled 


A UNIQUE online guide for 
disabled residents has 
received more than 12,000 
hits since going “live” in 
January. 

The DisabledGo website 
helps disabled people to get 
out and about by giving 
detailed information about 
access at hundreds of 
venues across the borough. 
It was founded by Dr 
Gregory Burke, who as a 
wheelchair user since the 
age of 16, wanted to find a 


way of breaking down 
barriers faced by disabled 
people when trying to 
access leisure, education, 
employment and other 
services in their 
community. 

He was backed by 
Greenwich Council, which 
won Beacon Status in 2008- 
09 for its efforts in 
improving accessibility 
after working with the 
award-winning DisabledGo 
organisation. 


Cllr Peter Kotz, the 
council’s cabinet member 
for health, adults and older 
people, said: “It’s very 
pleasing to hear how 
popular the guide has 
proved to be less than a 
year after going ‘live’. It 
was set up to assist those 
with hearing, vision or 
mobility related access 
concerns and clearly it has 
become a very useful 
resource for many. 

“I hope that residents will 


continue to take full 
advantage of what the 
guide has to offer and make 
the most of the extensive 
range of accessible venues 
we have throughout 
Greenwich.”

Bikeability! 

Greenwich leads the way in cycle training

WANT to get safely back 
on your bike? Well, you’re 
in the right place. 

Greenwich was one of the 
first London boroughs to 
successfully register as a 
Bikeability provider and 
continues to enjoy it and gain 
Department of Transport 
(DfT) funding with it. 

The council scheme trains 
over 1,000 schoolchildren and 
200 adults every year. 

Cycle training is offered to 
primary school children in 
term time and at after-school 


clubs for all ages. 

Four-day Bikeability 

holiday courses are also held 
for nine-year-olds and 
upwards, including adults 
and entire families. 

Adults only training is 
offered at weekends but 
courses can be arranged to 
suit individuals and 
organisations. It consists of 
Levels 1, 2 and 3 Bikeability 
training as well as road 
riding and commute to work 
support. Course can also be 
adapted for those people with 
special needs, including a 
course for deaf riders. A 
grant-funded van and pool of 
bikes are available to ensure 


that children all over the 
borough can participate. 

Training is available all 
year round, seven days a 
week and continues in all 
conditions. Due to joint 
efforts with the DfT and 
other agencies, Greenwich 
has 30 schools with cycle 
shelters and nine have their 
own bike pool. 

Cllr John Fahy, the council’s 
cabinet member for culture 
and the Olympics, told GT: 
“I’m very proud of the top- 
class and consistent cycle 
training we provide across 
the borough seven days a 
week. We even figure on the 
Transport for London 


website as a place to siugn up 
for cycle training. 

“It’s important for people, 
especially children and 
young people, to cycle safely 
around the borough and it’s 
great to see our green spaces 
attracting more and more 
cyclists. It’s good for health 
and good for the 
environment,”

We 
enjoyed working with the 
girls from primary schools 
because we know it can be 
scary moving to secondary 
school.

“We were inundated with 
applications for our 
Summer school for the 
Gifted and Talented 
students this year following 
last year’s success. 

“The experience sets the

Major General Cubitt 
said: “The aim is to create 
a Firm Base for personnel 
posted to London in order 
to improve every aspect of 
a service person’s life, 
including that of his or 
her family, and make it an 
area they want to be 
posted to. Woolwich is the 
start of this programme.” 

Cllr Roberts said: “The 
military presence has 
shaped the development of 
Woolwich over many years, 
and brought untold benefit 
to the area - not just 
through our civic links but 
through the real and 
tangible benefits that the 
Army presence brings to 
the local area, the 
community and the 
economy. 

“Greenwich Council is 
delighted that the 
Woolwich Barracks has 
been designated as one of 


the three ‘Firm Base 
London’ sites across the 
capital. By investing in 
new facilities and 
accommodation - both for 
forces personnel and their 
families - the Army is 
ensuring the continuation 
of an unbroken military 
connection with 

Woolwich stretching back 
almost three centuries.” 

The council worked 
closely with the Army to 
plan for the arrival of 
forces personnel and their 
families. 

Empty homes on council 
estates have been 
refurbished and will 
house 260 families. 

Places have been organised 
at local schools for the 
hundreds of children who 
will live with their parents in 
the family quarters. The 
barracks building in 
Artillery Road is providing 
up-to-date accommodation 
for 442 single soldiers. 

The 2nd Battalion is the 
first to move into the new 


barracks, following a two- 
year tour in Cyprus. For 
some it means a welcome 
return home. 

Corporal Darren Josiah, 
27, lived in Herbert Road, 
Woolwich. He told GT: 
“It’s good to be back, and 
able to see my brother and 
my other relatives who 
live locally.” 

Private Jamal Carter, 
who joined the Army two 
years ago when he was 
just 16, said: “I lived in 
Plumstead and 

Thamesmead. So it’s great 
that I can see my mother 
and sister, who both live in 
the borough. I feel like I’ve 
come home.” 

The regiment’s public 
duties include providing 
guards for Buckingham 
Palace, St James’ Palace 
and Windsor Castle. 

In December next year 
the King’s Troop Royal 
Horse Artillery are also 
due to move into 
Woolwich from St John’s 
Wood.

A new Greenwich business is 
bringing other companies into the 
borough and helping to create jobs 
for local people. 

Back Office Front Office was 
established in October last year and has 
recently helped several American 
companies expand into the UK, including 
an online business, and firms dealing 
with IT and software development. Work 
on global branding has been done for a 
large Chinese manufacturing company 
which recently won some local contracts, 
and discussions are well underway with 
three Indian firms and two Canadian 
companies. 

Initially, Back Office Front Office will 
provide these companies marketing and 
business management services on an 
outsourced basis, but it is envisioned that 
the new companies would need staff who 
could be recruited from the local 
workforce - again with the help of BO/FO. 

Jack Verkruysse, who is managing 
director of Back Office Front Office said: 
“We’re very excited about being able to 
facilitate inward investment. And this is 
a winning strategy on every front. We’re 
able to demonstrate significant value to 
companies looking to expand into the UK, 
we’re aligned with Greenwich Council’s 
mandate to bring new business into 
Greenwich and, of course, we’re also 
fulfilling one of our own growth 
objectives.”

FOOTBALL’S all about 
taking your chances - and 
at Charlton Athletic 
they’re not confined to the 
first team. 

There’s a gilt-edged chance 
for football-mad young women 
from 16 to 19 to create a career 
path for themselves - and 
make rapid progress as a 
player - at the club’s revived 
Women’s Academy. 

It’s run along similar lines to 
the club’s boys’ academy but 
instead of aiming for the first 
team the girls are going for a 
sports and leisure career and 
to get as far as they can in the 
game. 

They’ve certainly got the 
right man in charge in former 
Charlton midfielder Paul 
‘Morts’ Mortimer, a top-class 
coach. 

Paul was called in three 
years ago as the academy 
collapsed in line with the club 
losing its Premier League 
status. “They asked me to take 
two or three coaching sessions 
and then to run it,” said Paul. 
“We’re linked to London 
Leisure College at the Eltham 
Centre and, while we may be 
missing the glamour of a few 
years ago, we’re as good as any 
of the 50-odd academies

around the country. 

“The girls can take a wide 
range of A-level and BTEC 
courses with the bonus of a 
football/sporting lifestyle. They 
go to college three days a week, 
train with us three days a week 
and play in the British Colleges 
League against the likes of 
Arsenal and Chelsea at 
weekends. 

“Training and games are part 
of the curriculum, which also 
includes multi-sport options. We 
train during the day on 
Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Fridays. They can also train 
with the senior team on a 
Thursday night if they want 
that little extra.” 

Female scholars can take 
football coaching courses to 
levels one and two, which opens 
up opportunities in the 
coaching field, and many of 
them opt for sports science 
courses which can lead to jobs in 
PE, physiotherapy and the like. 

“There are so many 
opportunities here,” said Paul, 
42, “and we all know that nine- 
to-five doesn’t suit everybody. 
Having said that, it’s disciplined, 



you have to attend classes to 
play at weekends. It’s very much 
education and vocation-led and 
the football is the icing on the 
cake. Our academy girls make 
up the nucleus of our reserve 
team but some of them are 
already pushing for a first team 
place.” 

Kim Dixson, who plays for 
Charlton Women’s first team, is 
a good example of someone who 
has come through Charlton’s 
centre of excellence and 
academy. “Kim now coaches at 
the centre and for all sorts of 
people,” said Paul. “She’s only 21 
but her cv looks good because 
she’s already got a heck of a lot 
of experience. That, in essence, 
is what we can offer young 
women.” 

First team left-back Toni 
Alden, 18, joined Charlton as 
an Under 10 player and will be 
going from the academy to 
Kent University next month to 
study sports science. 

She said: “The academy was 
great because I got to combine 
my studies with football. You 
make great friends through 
the game and get the kind of 
chance I’ve got now. By going 
on to university I should 
eventually get lots of job 
options and I’ll have the best 
of both worlds by still trying 
to help Charlton get 
promoted. 

Paul Mortimer is asking 
prospective female scholars to 
go along and have a look at the 
set-up. He said: “They are 
welcome to have a taster 
session, see the great facilities

we’ve got here. I really think 
it’s a great opportunity for a 
girl who wants to keep up her 
football at the same time as 
sorting out a career for 
herself. 

“For example, the Football 
Association is looking for 
more female referees, so 
there’s an area there to be 
cultivated. Free courses are 
also available for girls who 
want to go on to get their level 
two coaching badge. 

“I can’t over-emphasise that 
this works, it gives young 
women a real opportunity 
during difficult times and I 
would urge anyone thinking 
of doing it to come along, no 
pressure, and give it a go.”

Child Trust 

Fund 

changes 

THE government has started to phase 
Child Trust Fund payments. 

Since last month government 
contributions to the savings and 
investment plans have been reduced - 
and they are expected to stop altogether 
for children born from January 2011. 
Payments were reduced from £250 to 
£50 for most children and from £500 to 
£100 for children in lower income 
families since August 3. 

The second payment made to children 
reaching age seven has now stopped. 
However, children who reached seven 
before July 31 will still be eligible for a 
payment. 

If you have vouchers, but haven’t used 
them before the rules changed, you can 
still use the voucher to open a CTF 
account for your child up to its expiry 
date. If not, HM Revenue and Customs 
will open an account on behalf of your 
child.

MAKE NO BONES ABOUT IT: curator at 
museum inspects the find

THE headless skeleton of a colossal 
whale has been dug from the banks 
of the Thames at Greenwich. 

At over seven-metres long, the remains 
of the North Atlantic Right Whale are 
one of the biggest archaeological finds 
ever to be discovered in London. 

The massive bones were excavated from 
Bay Wharf in July, and were on show last 
week at the Museum Of London, before 
being transported to the Natural History 
Museum, today (September 14). 

Francis Grew, Senior Curator at the 
Museum of London, said: “This is 
probably the largest single ‘object’ ever to 
have been found on an archaeological dig 
in London. Whales occasionally swim into 
the Thames, and there are historical 
accounts of the enormous public 
excitement they engendered. 

“To have found a skeleton, which just 
possibly might be linked with one of those 
sightings is quite incredible.” 

The beast is thought to have died at least 
200 years ago, and tests to determine a 
more exact time and cause of death will 
be carried out at the Natural History 
Museum. 

Richard Sabin, Senior Curator of 
Mammals at the museum added: “This 
specimen is huge, and may well be bigger 
than the North Atlantic Right Whale 
skeleton on display in the museum’s 
Whale Hall. Although once common in 
British waters, North Atlantic Right 
Whales are now endangered making this 
discovery particularly fascinating.” 

It was the species’ high oil yield, surface- 
feeding behaviour and the characteristic 
of floating when dead which gave rise to 
its name. 

But there were practical problems with 
exhuming such a vast specimen, added 
archaeologist Tim Bradley: “The size and 
location of the whale on the tidal 
foreshore made recovery particularly 
challenging - among other things it broke 
the suspension on our van!”

Playground facelift project a hit with everyone 


THERE’S space for everyone on the 
newlook play and chill park in the 
middle of Hughes Fields Estate, 
Deptford. 

The multi-purpose park behind Gilbert 
House, McMillan Street, is attracting 
young people from all over the 350-home 
estate and beyond. 

Under-fives love the new swings and 
refurbished slide; under- 14s love the very 
latest ‘climb and swivel’ structure 
(where you musn’t let your feet touch 
the ground), and older teenagers gather 
on the natural rock-feature to chat and 
do homework. 

The original space - featuring only the 
slide, swings and some springy-seats for 
under-fives - has been redeveloped this 
summer by Greenwich Council using 
specialists to install the play equipment. 

Greenwich Council is working with 
other partners to invest a total of £4.8m 
in many of its parks and open spaces. 

The Playground to Podium scheme 
started last year and is part of the 
council’s aim to get more residents

involved in sport both before and after 
the 2012 London Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. 

After consultation with residents, the 
council installed new features such as a 
swing for children with disabilities, as 
well as a “chill” area for older teenagers 
which has natural features like rocks 
and timber sleepers. 

Community champion Vicky Phipps, 
who has brought up her two girls on 
Hughes Field, told GT: “This used to be a 
park simply for under-sevens. Now it’s 
‘multi-use’ and the young people love it.” 

Vicky, a leading member of the Hughes 
Fields and Henrietta young people’s 
project, helps to run a thriving Monday 
and Wednesday after-school club in the 
nearby Charlotte Turner Centre and 
adjacent Twinkle Park. 

Now promising local youth leaders 
like Lloyd Davis, 22, who have been 
encouraged to gain sports qualifications 


by Vicky and her colleagues, ai 
helping out. 

Lloyd, a former pupil of the Blackheath 
Bluecoat School, is currently going into 
the second year of his combined honours 
degree in Culture and Sports 
Development at the University of East 
London. 

He loves the new-look play space. He 
told GT: “We didn’t have anything like it 
when I was growing up on this estate. 
This is a place where everyone can go 
and just be themselves.” 

The Mayor of Greenwich, Cllr Barbara 
Barwick, officially opened the project at 
the beginning of this month - and 
couldn’t resist the state-of-the-art 
climbing challenge! 

The Mayor, whose grandchildren are 
aged three, four and five, told GT: “I 
suppose my favourite play-equipment as 
a child were the swing-boats.

Swinging along at sports court 


SMALL, new-look play 
spaces on the borough’s 
estates are proving popular 
with young people of all 
ages. 

A previously rundown 
children’s play area on 
Woodville Estate, off 
Rochester Way, Kidbrooke, 
has turned into a popular 
multi-sport games court. 

Now, three years on, five of 
the young people who have 
been turning up to weekly 
football and basketball 
sessions have achieved Level 
1 qualifications in Sports 
Leadership. 


The original redevelopment 
of the space was the result of 
a successful joint bid from 
Greenwich Council and the 
environmental charity 
‘Groundwork SE’ to the 
‘Spaces for Sport’ fund run 
by Barclays, which also 
sponsored the coaching and 
the new sports equipment. 

Then the community unit 
at Charlton Athletic FC 
kicked off the weekly 
sessions, which were 
subsequently continued by 
Greenwich Community 
Games.

A N air raid siren sounded 
at exactly 4.43pm last 
Tuesday (September 7) 
outside the Firepower 
Royal Artillery Museum 
in Woolwich to mark the 70th 
anniversary of Black Saturday - the 
start of the Second World War 
bombing ‘Blitz’ over London, when 
death rained down from the skies 
for 57 consecutive nights. 

It brought back poignant and painful 
memories for many of the people who 
were there to join a commemorative 
vigil and hold a two-minute silence.

The Royal Arsenal at Woolwich was a 
prime target for the German bombers, 
and the vigil took place at the spot 
where some of the first bombs fell. 

People now in their 70s and 80s who 
lived through it told GT about some of 
the horrific scenes they witnessed. 

Olive O’Donnell, from Plumstead, 
wasl5 and living in North Woolwich. 
She remembers seeing the planes 
overhead and the bombs falling. “They 
hit the food factories on the Peninsula, 
and the smell of burning sugar and 
margarine was just awful,” she said. “I 
was evacuated to West Mailing in Kent - 
and billeted right next door to an 
aerodrome used by fighter pilots.” 

Sheila Manix was just five years old. 
“My overwhelming memory was shee^ 


terror,” she said. “Every night we were 
told to run down the garden and get in 
the Anderson shelter. We had just a 
blanket and a hurricane lamp - it was 
very cold. We didn’t even have a door on 
the shelter because my father was 
terrified of being locked in, so we could 
see what was happening such as the 
doodlebugs going over. There was 
tremendous camaraderie, but it really 
was hell and absolutely horrible.” 

Sheila was on a visit to Firepower with 
her friend Jo Ingram, whose uncle was a 
Spitfire pilot who was shot down and 
killed in an aerial dogfight during the 
Blitz. “I heard the sirens, I saw the 
bombers overhead, and I was absolutely 
terrified,” said Jo. 

Shirley Blake was four years old and 
living at Mayday Gardens, Kidbrooke, 
only a mile from where the first bombs 
fell. “I remember the barrage balloons 
going up and soon after I was evacuated 
to Chippenham in Wiltshire,” she said. 
And her friend Michael Long, who was 
seven when the Blitz began, remembers 
seeing London on fire from his home in 
Radlett Hertfordshire. 

Last Tuesday’s vigil began with a 
hand-wound wartime air raid siren 
operated by Steve Hookins from 
Firepower, wearing an ARP warden’s 
uniform with a whistle used by his 
grandfather, who was an ARP warden. 
The two-minute silence ended with a 
salute from a 25-pound gun from the 
Firepower collection, fired by a crew 
from the Royal Artillery who recently 
returned from Afghanistan. 

The vigil was attended by the Deputy 
Mayor of Greenwich, Cllr Jim Gillman, 
who was evacuated from Isle of Dogs to 
Oxford, aged four, within weeks of the 
Blitz beginning. “At that age we just 
accepted it as way of life,” he said. 

Berkeley Homes, who are redeveloping 
the Royal Arsenal site, stopped their 
building work for ten minutes so that 
the vigil could go ahead with silent 
^dignity.

THE vigil was organised by members of 
the ‘Digging The Blitz Project’, a 
collaboration between the 
archaeologists of the Digging Dad’s 
Army Project, Firepower - The Royal 
Artillery Museum - and Greenwich 
Heritage Centre. 

“The vigil was designed to allow the 
people attending to remember in their 
own way the suffering and sacrifice of 
Londoners during World War Two and 
to celebrate the memory of those who 
in the armed forces and civilian 
services sought to protect and defend 
their community during the Blitz,” 
said Andy Brockman, co-director of the 
Digging Dads Army project. “It was a 
people’s event to remember the people’s 
war in Greenwich and Woolwich, those 
who lived through it and those who did 
not. The two minutes silence at 4.43pm 
marked the moment the air raid sirens 
sounded on one of the most momentous 
days in the history of London, when 
people’s lives were changed for ever.”

The conclusion was that invasion 
was imminent - possibly within 
the next 24 hours. The Chiefs of 
Staff brought the armed forces to 
stand-by at immediate notice to 
move, and at 8pm General Head 
Quarters Home Forces issued the 
Codeword Cromwell, putting all 
defence forces including the Home 
Guard on standby for immediate 
action. 

As the men and women of the 
armed forces stood by, expecting 
to face German soldiers on Kent 
beaches by morning, Woolwich 
and the East End were in flames. 


The sirens had sounded at 4.43pm 
and shortly after, using the River 
Thames as a giant, glittering sign 
post, hundreds of Junkers, 
Dornier and Heinkel bombers 
began bombing Becton Gasworks, 
the munitions factory at the Royal 
Arsenal, Woolwich, and the 
London Docks, the heart of 
London and therefore Britain’s 
economic and military 
manufacturing effort. 

Hundreds of fire appliances were 
already deployed but still more 
were needed and the commander 
at Surrey Docks summed up the 
desperate situation when he 


pleaded down the telephone: 
“Send all the pumps you’ve got - 
the whole bloody world’s on fire.” 
Among the anti-aircraft, 
searchlight and barrage balloon 
crews attempting to fight back 
were the locally recruited 
reservists of 901, 902 and 903 
Barrage Balloon Squadrons, 
based at Number One Balloon 
Centre Kidbrooke, the gunners of 
42 Light Anti Aircraft Regiment, 
commanded by the famous 
archaeologist Mortimer Wheeler 
and Heavy Anti Aircraft Batteries 
ZS4 at Bostall Heath and ZS8 at 
Woolwich Common. 


On Black Saturday, September 7 
1940, total war had come to 
London. By morning, although no 
German soldiers had set foot on 
English beaches, 430 Londoners 
were dead and 1,600 seriously 
injured. 

The Luftwaffe bombers would 
return every night for the next 57 
nights and in the next three weeks 
the firefighters of the London Fire 
Brigade would fight 10,000 fires. 
By December 31 London would 
have been targeted by 126 
separate Luftwaffe raids.

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

IE is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme.

Days of speed 

A top motorcycle firm which was based in Plumstead, 
celebrates a hundred years with an exhibition in Woolwich 


THEY were 
^ N I A some of the 
fastest 

motorbikes of 
^ v their era, 
dominating the racetracks of 
the first half of the 20th 
Century. 

Matchless, Norton and A. J.S - 
three of the biggest names in 
track and road riding, bikes 
which rolled off the 
production line at Associated 


Harry and Charlie, and 
renamed the venture H. 
Collier & Sons. 

The keen cyclists became 
interested in motorised two- 
wheelers and by the summer 
of 1902 Harry began racing 
motorbikes at the Memorial 
Ground cycle track in 
Canning Town. 

Over the next decade the 
brothers raced and tested 
motorbikes, breaking speed 
records and representing 
Britain at 


expensive four-seater car. 
Some of the most eye- 
catching memorabilia on 
show at the centre in 
Woolwich are the post-war 
magazine adverts. The vision 
of speed evokes 
the same sense of 


centrepiece of the exhibition, 
exudes menace, its drop 
handlebars give the 
impression of speed even 
when stationary. 

The motorbike - and indeed 
the period - would prove to be 
the zenith for the firm which 
went bust in 1966, eventually 
closing under the name of 
‘Norton Villiers Ltd’ in 1969. 
The spirit of the era lives on 
however, with the 

exhibition that runs until

The company 
did produce motorcycles and 
sidecars for the Russian army, 
only to have export thwarted 
by ‘The Revolution’. It turned 
out to be a big slice of luck:

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Plant goes 
back to 
his roots 


LEGENDARY Led Zeppelin 
front man, Robert Plant is 
back in the fray with his 
eleventh studio album, Band 
Of Joy, named after Plant’s first band 
in which Led Zep hell-raiser John 
Bonham also played. 

Recorded in Nashville with guitarist 
Buddy Miller, the record sees Plant 
delve deeper into traditional 
Americana as well as covering some 
contemporary material by artists such 
as Low and Los Lobos in his now 
trademark blues and folk rocksound. 
Picking up where the critically 
acclaimed roots rock of Raising Sand 
left off, BOJ was aided by a stellar cast 
of musicians. 

Atimeless plunge into authentic 
Americana, it was co-produced 
Nashville legend and guitarist Buddy 
Miller. 

“Buddy's integral to this album, you 
can hear his taste all over the 
instrumentation,” enthused Plant. 
“Buddy's zone is beautiful, with a lot of 
reflections going back into mid-Fifties 
rockabilly, the singing fishermen and 
all the great country stuff, along with 



the souland R&B from Memphis.” 

As well as Miller, the new Band Of Joy 
is made up of multi-instrumentalist 
Darrell Scott, who provides mandolin, 
guitar, accordion, pedal, lap steel and 
banjo; country singer-songwriter 
Patty Griffin who adds the main vocal 
foils to Plant's lead parts, and Byron 
House plays bass and percussion 
comes from Marco Giovino. 

BOJ interprets songs from a wide 
range of sources: Opening with a 
throbbing rendition of Los Lobos’ 

Angel Dance, the album encompasses 
the glittering drone-rock of Low’s 
Silver Rider and Monkey, the Fifties- 
style country-gospel harmonies which 
transform The Kelly Brothers Sixties 
soul classic Falling In Love Again, and 
the desolate banjo-driven 
interpretation of Satan Your Kingdom 
Must Come Down. 

Robert Plant’s most eclectic work so 
far, in a careerthat has constantly 
embraced the unexpected, Band Of Joy 
is an album which takes in continents 
of influence and oceans of emotional 
depth, taking the explorations of 
Raising Sand into bold new territory.

Certified Rubbish 


The philosophical ramblings of wayward Euro-borefest, 
Certified Copy leave audienc^^^^^omatose

^ I | discussion on the 
merits of copying 
great works of art 
does not, at first 
glance, look to be the basis of a 
terribly entertaining movie. So 
it was no surprise then, when 
Certified Copy failed to 
entertain. 

Starring the stunningly 
attractive Juliette Binoche as a 
manic, repressed and frankly 
emotionally unstable antiques 
dealer, and William Shimell as 
an arrogant, condescending 
and intellectually pompous 
author, it is the story of a 
chance encounter in the 
beautiful Italian countryside of 
Tuscany. 

Binoche - we never discover her 
character’s name - takes 
Shimell on an impromptu tour 
of a local village where she was 
apparently married some 15 
years ago. Flitting from 
museums to cafes to art 
galleries, they discuss, debate 
and philosophise on the 
virtues and vices of art, 
attempting to give definition 
and value to what is indefinite 
and priceless. Their discussion 
centres around the perception 
of art when suddenly - while 
sipping coffee - the complete 
strangers are perceived by the 
cafe owner, as a married 
couple. So far, so clear? No, me 
neither. 



They spend the rest of the 
movie - well, the brief 
passages during which I 
remained conscious - 
maintaining this bizarre 
charade until the end of the 
movie when they come to 
believe it themselves. Or do 
they? Or do we. . . care? The 
audience had clearly lost 
interest by then. Never for a 
moment were we given to 
understand why anyone would 
be able to maintain - or indeed 
would want to maintain - such 
a false pretence. 

Binoche barely justifies 
remaining awake and is 


somehow, inexplicably, 
believable portraying the lost 
and tormented soul and brings 
real feeling to the part. But the 
real philosophical question 
within this movie is quite why 
an actress of such talent would 
agree to play such a role. 
Shimell by contrast is dreadful: 
Wooden, slow and 
unconvincing, not only does he 
fail to solicit our sympathy, he 
fails to ignite any sort of spark 
with his partner, and the lack 
of chemistry undermines 
throughout. 

Director Abbas Kiarostami’s 
first outing into Europe is 


hugely disappointing. While 
things are not always as they 
seem and while art, like life, is 
open to varied and various 
interpretations, his attempt to 
combine a mature romantic 
comedy with a serious 
discussion is doomed from the 
outset. 

Verdict: 

Don’t even wait for the DVD.

Apple tweaks new range 


IT Snoteven October and already there are 
signs of Christmas popping up everywhere. I 
can twandervery far without seeing the 
dreaded Christmas cards and decorations 
crowding the aisles of my local super- 
market, but they are not the only offenders. 
Makers of consumer electronics are not 
immune to the seasonal push either, and it 
was only last month Apple took its turn to 
refresh its ever-popular iPod range. Apple 
CEO Steve Jobs took to the stage in San 
Francisco on September 1 and announced a 
flurry of new products. Firstly, for all you 
iPhone and iPad owners out there, Apple is 
releasing two big software updates. The first 
is just for the iPhone (and iPod touch) and is 
already available, the second - due in 
November - is a massive update for iPad 
owners. 

The familiar iPod lineup remains largely 
unchanged, but this year Apple has given it 
all a whole new look, made it smaller and 
flashier than ever. With the iPod shuffle 
Apple admitted defeat and has brought back 
the buttons, still available in many colours 
and it’s under £40 for 2GB of music storage. 
The iPod nano is the most radically changed 
this year, the new model is now just 4cm wide 
and just under 4cm high. It’s far too small to 


include a click-wheel and a display, so Apple 
has given the nano a multi-touch display. The 
reboot has the familiar interface of its big 
brother but shrunk down. The tiny display 
takes a bit of getting used but is instrumental 
in making the nano almost as small as the 
iPod shuffle. Also just like the shuffle the 
nano now has a clip on the back so it can be 
easily attached to a bag or clothing, the 
display can also be spun round in any 
orientation so it’s always the right way up. 
Available in seven vibrant colours the nano 
comes in at £129 for the 8GB version and 
£159 forthe 16GB. Finally the iPod touch - 
the fourth generation of Apple’s flagship 
iPod. Although the company describes the 



iPod touch as having a new look, it is largely 
the same, the super shiny (and somewhat 
scratch-attracting) back is still in place and 
the front remains dominated with the large 
multi-touch glass display. The Touch now has 
two cameras though, one on the back which 
will happily record 720p HD video and a front 
one for video chatting with friends. Apple has 
its own video chatting platform called 
FaceTime that is available on the iPhone 4, so 
you can easily find someone to try it out with. 
Apple also made the new iPod touch 
positively anorexic at just 7.2mm thin. 

The iPod touch has always accrued 
technologies from the iPhone and this year is 
no different, the new Touch benefits from the 
speed enhancements as well as the stunning 
‘Retina display’ - four times the resolution of 
the previous version. The iPod touch comes 
in at £1 89 for 8GB of storage and tops out at 
£329 for 64GB. 

Those of you with big music libraries might 
be wondering where the iPod classic has 
gone. Apple hasn’t killed it yet but for the 
second year in a row it has been absent from 
Apple’s main announcements, so if you’re 
looking for 1 60GB of music storage I suggest 
you pickone upsooner ratherthan later.

CHARLTON walked a 
tightrope of their own 
making before emerging 
with three rather lucky 
points, the importance of 
which are hard to 
exaggerate. 

Their heartbreaking defeat at 
Exeter last week left them poised 
at an early-season crossroads but 
this vital victory amounted to a 
useful, if uncertain, step in the 
right direction. A third 
successive loss was unthinkable 
but the Addicks flirted with it 
dangerously. 

Their immediate prospects 


looked particularly bleak when 
newly-drafted centre back Matt 
Fry marred an otherwise 
encouraging contribution by 
mistiming a 74th-minute penalty 
area tackle on nimble wide man 
Ben Davies, a persistently 
awkward thorn in Charlton’s 
side.
